The Crisis In 
American Law 


Discussing the 
Américan Law” in 
Magazine for January, 1926, 
Roscoe Pond, Dean of the Huar- 
vard Law School, says in part:

“A highly developed system of 
substantive law and a

shaped for pioneer, rural, age- 
riculture America of the first 
half ‘of the nineteenth century, 
are struggling ‘with the wholly 
different conditions of the ur- 
ban, industrial society of today. 
In the huge cities which have 
grown .up all over the country 
in ill adaptation of o* the ma 
chinery to the task is acute. 

“In England, where a like 
situation existed in the nineteen- 
th century, they overhauled the 
judicial organization completely 
in 1873. Thus far the = staple 
American remedy has been to 
add judges or create more 
courts, while keeping up the 
essential features of “a. model 
designed for every different 
task to be performed under dif- 
ferent. conditions, and for a 
much less volume of business. 

“With respect to procedure, 
there has been much improOve- 
ment in the past twenty-five 
years. But here also the meth= 
od and presuppositions are those 
ofa pioneer, rural, agriculture 
society, and a complete over- 
hauling must come’ eventually, 
as it did in England. 

“The cult ‘of ineompetency, 
which’ is an unhappy by-prod- 
uct of democracy, will go along 
with popular impatience to rush 
us for a time into ill-conceived 
projects. Popular suspicion of 
lawyers, and hence of well-con- 
‘ceived and carefully prepared 
projects. of reform, will impede 
the adoption of durable meas- 
ures, Nor may it be denied 
that the self-interest of the low- 
er stratum of the bar is not 
unlikely to put obstructions in 
the way of reform. 

“But these obstacles will hin- 
der little, in the end, if our 
projects of reform have ® sound 
basis in thorough, impartial, 
scientific research. 

“Tf our law schools were en- 
dowed and equipped for re- 
search as our medical schools 
are, we might expect great 
things from them. Nowhere else 
shall we find the conditions of 
tenure, independence Of. politics, 
and assured competepcy, scien- 
tific spirit and scientific meth- 
od, withoud which the necessary 
resarch will. fall short of its 
purpose. 

“We cannot expect legislative 
commissions at all comparable 
to the English royal commiss- 
ions of the last century. We can 
expect our law schools, through 
chairs of criminal law, of leg- 
islation, of judicial organization 
and administration, and of com- 
parative law, to lay broad and 
deep foundations on which our 
legislators may build with con- 
fidence.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.-- 
Contracts have been let by the 
Standard Oil company of Califor- 
nia, for marking the airways from 
Séattle to San Diego. In cOopera- 
tion with the Air Service of the 
Army and Navy more than 100 
towns have been selected, the 
names of which will be painted 
on roofs of Standard Oil buildings 
In addition 
at each point, an arrow indicating 
true north will be placed as fur- 
ther aid to air navigation. 

Subsequently the company will 
publish an aviatOrs guide giving 
location of all landing fields. 

The Airways as mapped by the 
U. S. army air service run from 
Seattle south through Portland to 
Redding. Here the route divides, 
one course leading from Redding 
to San Francisco the other from 
Redding to Sacramento and thence 
to Fresno and on to Los Angeles 
via Bakersfield. Southward from 
San Francisco, one airway leads 
to Fresno and thence to Los An- 
geles and another to Los Angeles 
via San Jose, Gilroy, and Coalinga. 
The airway from Los Angeles to 
San Diego follows the coast.
